It would be interesting, I think, to 
know why it is that men have not yet 
acquired the habit ‘of wearing rubber

anything but elegant, yet women, who 
attach so much importance to chic, do not 
hesitate to don a pair when puddles and 
slush are likely to be frequent.

TRIFLES LIGHT AS— 
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FESTHETICS OF THE 
MOUSTACHE 


In the House of Commons yesterday, Cap- 
tain L. F. Plugge (Conservative) asked the 
Secretary of State for War under what Army 
regulations a Guardsman was courtmartialled 
for refusing to shave off his moustache, and 
how the regulations were administered fo 
the various regiments of the Army. 

Sir Victor Warrender (Fi.ancial Secretary 
to the War Office) replied that Captain 
Plugge was under some misapprehension, The 
soldier in question, he said was not tried by 
courtmartial for refusi.g to shave off his 
moustache, but for the quite separate offence 
of disobeying the command to fallin, (Laugh- 
ter.) Under paragraph 978 of the King’s 
Regulations a soldier is at liberty to shave 
his upper lip or to grow a moustache, but 
it is obviously within the discretion of the 
commanding officer to order the removal of a 
moustache which presents an upsoldierly ap- 
pearance. The Guardsman in question was 
on more than one occasion ordered either to 
remove his moustache or to grow it in a 
proper manner. (Renewed laughter.) For 
disobedience ‘of this lawful command he was 
sentenced by his commanding officer to ten 
days’ confinement to barracks. When this 
sentence had been pronounced he was ordered 
to fall in, with a view to being marched 
away, but disobeyed th: order. it was for 
this last act of disobedience of a lawful com- 
mand that he was tried by districi court- 
martial and sentenced to twenty-eight days’ 
detention. In view of this explanation | 
trust Captain Plugge will agree that the last 
part of the question does not arise. 

Captain Plugge asked if a man, before 
he enlisted, was told about these complicated 
regulations regarding the wearing of a 
moustache. 

Mr. Tom Williams (Labour)—Would the 
Minister like to illustrate to the House how 
exactly a soldier's moustache should be 
worn ? 

Mr. J. J. Lawson (Labour) asked if the 
famous “Old Bill’s’’ moustache was grown 
according to the regulations’ 

The Rev. James Barr (Labour) asked 
whether, in view of the great importance 
of this question it might be included as an 
addendum in the White Paper? (Laughter.) 

Sir Victor Warrender said that the Kin 's

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sirn,—l want to thank and congratulate 
you on your leading article in this morning's 
paper. Would that your voice in other self- 
respecting countries could be heard and _ stir 
them up and help to stop the ghastly crime 
that is being perpetrated before our eyes in 
Africa. 

‘the Italians, with a population of about forty 
millions, an army equipped with ali the 
latest engines of destruction, are murdering 
and maiming a small semi-armed inoffensive 
people—not fighting, but openly murdering 
them, men, women and babies, What hope 
has a little baby got against a bomb! Where 
can it hide, when its mother is killed and the 
poor wee mite cannot walk, much less run for 
cover’ What is it all about’ Just greed, 
and all in the name of Christianity; for | 
believe that Italy claims to be the home of 
the Catholic Faith. 

The cheers and jubilation ringing through 
Rome and Italy to-day aiter her great vic- 
tory makes me physically sick. It is only 
equalled by the madness that swept through 
London and England on the might of 18th 
May, 1900, when Mafeking, a village about 
the size of Balbriggan, was relieved. 

I have lived and worked for many years 
among the black races of Africa, and have 
always found them a fine cheery race and 
ready to respond to any kindness shown to 
them, and now they are being brutally and 
cowardly murdered and one can do nothing 
to prevent it. Thank God there is one paper 
in this country that has courage to raise its 
voice in protest, and in no uncertain way.

When I was in South Africa early in 1915 
a small native rising took place in Zululand.

Sin,—The travelling public of Dublin 
eagerly awaits the promised revision in tram 
and ‘bus tares, earnestly hoping that they 
will be no less foveundiie chao they were 
before the increase took place. When this 
important matter has been settled it would 
be no harn. it the Tramway Company turned 
its attention to the needs of a section of its 
re. | refer to that section that gathers 
aily during rush periods at certain points 
and watch with dismay tram after tram or 
"bus after 'bus-whis by, only too full to stop 
and take on extra passengers. The points 
in question are situated anywhere on the 
various routes between one and two miles of 
the centre oí the st: A certain amount of 
revenue is lost to the company through its 
lack of provision in travelling accominoda- 
tion, for undoubtedly many citizens, like my- 
self, rather than stand to watch a procession 
of overcrowded trams and "buses, rise earlier 
than they otherwise woild do and wend 
their sometimes weary way citywards by 
foot. I deal principally with the condition 
of affairs ir the morning.

To-day most 
of the English line battalions have a pro- 
portion of Irishmen in their ranks; indeed, 
several battalions are predominantly Irish in 
composition, and most regiments can boast 
of having some Irish officers. 
In Britain’s new defence scheme four new 
Infantry battalions are td be raised. It 
would not be too much to expect that two 
of these battalions be formed of companies 
representing the Royal Irish Regiment, Con. 
naught Rangers, Munster Fusiliers, Leinster 
Regiment, and Dublin Fusiliers.

their disbandment was never meant to be 
peeps. The raising of two composite 
attalions representing the famous old Irish 
regiments would be a tribute to their pre- 
decesgors’ distinguished records, as well as a 
greater opportunity for Irish officers aml 
men to serve in an Irish regiment.—Yours.

Ta achievement, of political unity, the 
removal of partition, the improvement 
of agriculture as the basic industry, 
with a return to its natural market; the 
development of industry, and the provision 
of an increasing measure of employment 
were some of the points dealt with by Mr. 
W. T. Cosgrave, T.D., leader ot the United 
lieland Party, in his annual address to the 
Ard Fheis of the Party, which was held at 
the Gate Theatre, Dublin, yesterday. 

Over five hundred delegates stood and 
applauded for several minutes when Mr. 
Cosgrave had been unanimously re-elected 
President of the Party. 

‘The attainment of political unity over- 
shadows every other political question, and 
ought to command the most earnest atten- 
tion of all parties in the State,” he said. 

Only on the basis of membership of the 
‘ommonwealth of Nations could the ultimate 
unity of the country he restored, he said. 

Referring to partition, he said that all 
parties affected by partition might well con- 
sider its ultimate disappearance. 

He alluded to the natural advantages of 
the British market, and said that agricultural 
policy should be directed towards exploiting 
that advantage to the utmost. 

He described the farmers and labourers on 
the land as the bulwark of the nation, and 
upon their prosperity defended the prosperity 
of the country. : 

Mr. Cosgrave said that the main political 
problem with which the State and the Irish 
people were concerned, a problem which no 

al organisatién could ignore or evade. 
was the problem of political unity. It was 
more important than forms of government, 
and a plan for its solution would be more 
fiuitful than arid references to the past. A 
mere passing wish that unity should be 
accomplished did not constitute a policy, nor 
did it show that any real consideration had

SPASMODIC EFFORTS 


Dealing. with agri ulture and the economic 
war, Mr. Cosgrave said that agriculture was 
responsible for building up the funds now 
used to finance the conflict, and if 
anv change in the system could be effected 
it was only after grave consideration and 
n aceordance with a well thought out plan. 
What was happening at present was very far 
indeed from. being part of a well thought out 
plan. They had been plunged thoughtlessly 
into the economic conflict, and when they 
were in it, various expedients were adopted 
pursued, altered, rejected and reconsidered 
in frantic and spasmodic efforts to meet the 
new situations caused by the actions taken 
from time to time by the British Govern- 
ment. To the limited extent to which 
alternative markets were found it was 
apparent that su: h markets took our goods on 
an extremely unprofitable exchange basis 
from the Free State point of view. These 
non-Rritish countries were making a profit 
eut of the economic war with Englind, and 
the only persons who made no profit were 
the Irish agriculturist, the farmer and the 
labourer, and the Irish town consumer of

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CORN OR CATTLE 


The attempted substitution of the pro- 
duction of cereals for the cattle trade had 
failed, and the theory that Britain was no 
in a position to purchase our Irisn 
produce had been abandoned, and now the 
Government, as the 1ecent renewal of the 
Coal-Cattle Pact had shown, negotiated with 
the British lo enable the export of cattle and 
agricultural produce to that country. 
“Where formerly the country had a free 
market, with preference over fofeign. com- 
petitors, the Goverument had brought them 
to a position where they had to pay a rm 
and mortgage their fiscal autonomy for leave 
to take a small share in a formerly free 
and unrestricted market. Why should not 
the simple facts of the situation be acknow- 
ledged, instead of being com licated by 
foolish and futile politics? he natura!

market was one which no combination ot 
competitors could take from this country,

and one which was enjoyed in the same 
degree by none. 

“Tt seems obvious, therefore, that our 
agricultural policy should be directed towards 
exploiting that advantage to the utmost. 
Assuming that the British farmers produce 
all that they are physically able to produce 
of the home requirements of Great Britain, 
they will still have to import enormous 
quantities of foodstuffs. At the present 
time they are importing eighty million 
pounds worth of live stock and meat, in 
addition to all that they are producing at 
home; and similar figures said be adduced 
for almost every other item of foodstuffs. 
At the present moment one of the big diffi- 
culties with which the Irish Pig Marketing 
Board is struggling is that we have not 
enough rigs to supply the demands of our 
own and the British market, and quite 
recently the British Government had to 
admit an additional number of pigs over and 


above the settled quotas in order to meet 
tae exact demand.” 


IN TIMES OF WAR 


It was unquestionably true that the 
strategic impoitance to Great Britain of 
having a large {cd supply available for ibe 
own people in times of war could be used as 
a bargaining asset with Great Britain. nf 
Great Britain wanted to have that food re- 
serve to draw upon from Ireland in times 
of war she should facilitate the Irish Govern- 
ment in promoting the peace-time efficiency 
and prosperity of Irish agriculture. Such 
prosperity was essential if Irish agricultural 
production was to be stimulated and ex- 
panded to meet an emergency situation 
arising from a war in which Britain might 
be involved. 

Mr. Cosgrave compared the advantages 
under such a system with those created by 
markets secured such as by. the Spanish 
Trade Agreement, and said that, while they 
stood for increased tillage, the only way in 
which to produce cereals in this country 
profitably was to walk them off the farm. 
The growing of beet and wheat demanded a 
good live stock trade if it were to be success- 
ful. Tobacco and peat had aot, so far, 
shown fulfilment of the rosy promises made 
before Ministers were put to the test of per- 
formance in office. 


U.1.P. POLICY 


“Tt is essential to emphasise,” Mr. Cos- 
grave went on, ‘‘that our agricultural policy 
does not amount to saying that we should 
revert to the positiqgn that obtained prior to 
1931. Agricultural organisation and develop- 
ment have in most countries greatly pro- 
gressed since then, and it should be the duty 
of the Department of Agriculture in the 
future to help in ‘the marketing of produce, 
and advise farmers of the types of produce 
that can be most profitably supplied. It could 
be argued that the best method would be to 
let the Department run all the farms in the 
country, and that seems to be the theory 
underlying agriculture and Land Commission 
policy in this country at present. But the 
difference between that and the Collective 
Farming of Soviet Russia is so narrow that 
we should carefully avoid any proposal ci 
that kind. There is all the diffe-ence 
m the world between intelligent -dvtve and 
research, and dictatorial control. Believing 
that agriculture is the foundation upon which 
all national prosperity is built, and that the 
prosperity of agriculture ultimately depends 
on the degree of profit which it derives from 
the marketing of its surplus production 
abroad, it is our policy to make Trish far- 
mers able to compete with all comers in so 
far as it is possible to do so. One of the 
most effective wavs of doing this is to reduce 
their overhead fixed charges. The farmers in 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland have 
complete derating for their agricultural land, 
and we intend to provide the same advantage 
for our farmers. It must, however, be 
clearly understood that when we restore pros- 
perity to the farmers, we determine that it 
must be shared with the labourers who work 
upon the land.” 


INDUSTRIAL POLICY 


Taking into consideration the number of 
persons put into employment, the aggregate 
wages earned, and the volume of employment, 
it was clear that the Government's industrial 
policy had not solved the unemployment 
problem, nor had it served even to palliate 
its evils. The present industrial policy 
could not be fairly judged so long as the 
political policy of the Government closed or 
retluced the best. and in essence the only, 
market available for surplus agricultural pro- 
duce. 

Mr. Cosgrave, alluding to the abolition of 
University representation and the passing of 
the Senate. said that the painfully ac- 
quired wisdom of other countries was to be 
ignored in order to gain an apparent tem- 
porary advantage and remove one more 
possible brake that might moderate the mad 
speed of the Government 

The cure for unemployment, which, he 
said, had been aggravated to enormous pro- 
portions by Government policy. could not 
be found while the economic dispute with 
Britain continued. “Peace at home and 
abroad is the first essential remedy. ('o- 
operation between all classes of the Irish 
community in tmproving and increasing pro. 
duction, is the next. On the prosperity of 
the farmers depends in the main the pros- 
perity of the country. The land must be 
the first and best avenue of employment. It 
is the oldest. soundest and most enduring 
type of employment available. And when 
the barriers to prosperity, erected by the 
policy of gambling with the livelihoods of 
the Irish people, instituted by the present 
Government, are removed, the tide of un- 
employment will turn and gradually recede.

the United Ireland Party, which was held 
at the Gate Theatre, Dublin, yesterday, Mr. 
W. T. Cosgrave, T.D., presiding. 

A draft scheme of organisation was sub- 
mitted, and adopted. 

The proceedings throughout were of an 
enthusiastic character. — 

Mr. J. Dillon, T.D., who proposed the 
re-election of Mr. Cosgrave as President, said 
that the endeavour before them might very 
well mean that they were entering on a 
general election that would end Fianna Fail 
as a political voice. 

Those who laboured under the misapprehen- 
sion that Mr. Cosgrave was a conservative 
statesman, associated with high finance and 
international politics, rather than a man 
essociated with the traditional story of Irish 
patriotism, should remember the day when 
he stood in the Dublin Union with a rifle in 
his hand. , 

Mr. Cosgrave stood as a member of the 
British Commonwealth, which had proved to 
the world to be a dynamic institution, and as 
a man who would make it an instrument of 
greater influence, not only with the help of 
the Free State, but in the immediate future 
of a united Ireland, to make it a great 
assembly of the sovereign, independent and 
democratic nations. 

Commandant E. Cronin. seconding, said 
that Mr. Cosgrave’s record was one of which 
thev might be justly proud 

The Rev. Father Clancy (Nenagh) said 
that he was convinced that Mr. Cosgrave 
would continue to serve in the same dis- 
interested patriotic way. 

Mr. Mulcahy, T.D., said that he wanted 
the meeting to inform Mr. Cosgrave that in 
shouldering this responsibility that he had 
behind him men and women who would 
equally carry their responsibilities.

THE CONSTRUCTION 
OF ANCIENT TEXTS 


EXPERT EVIDENCE IN MOY 
FISHERY CASE

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


HE hearing was resumed of the action 
2 § in which Miss M. Little and others 
claim a declaration that they are 
owners of a several fishery in the River Moy, 
in the Counties of Mayo and Sligo, and an 
injunction restraining George Cooper and 
other persons residing in the Ballina district 
from trespassing on it. The Attorney-General, 
who has ean added as a defendant, and the 
other defendants claim that there is a public 
right of fishing in the waters. 
Mr. Jellett, KC., Mr. Price, K.C., Mr 
Phelps, K.C., and Mr. Newett (instructed by 
Messrs. W. J. Shannon and Co ) appeared for 
the plaintiffs: Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., Mr. E. 
J. Kelly, K.C., and Mr. Fawsitt (instructed 
by the Chief State Solicitor) for the Attorney 
General; and Mr. T. J. Conolly (instructed 
by Messrs. Ruttledge and Corr) for George 
Cooper and other defendants. i 
Dr. Myles Dillon, M A., Lecturer in Com- 
parative Philology in University College, 
Dublin, giving evidence on behalf of the 
plaintiffs, said that the word “ inber 
occurring in ancient Irish law tracts had been 
given the meaning of “water in a weir in 
evidence on behalf of the Attorney-General. 
That explanation involved the existence in 
Irish of a word “'ber,” as meaning water; 
but he was certain that there was no such 
word in Irish. The word was Hebrew, and 
meant a well. It occurred in Arabic as 
“bir.”  Glossators to ancient Irish texts 
sometimes took the word “ber” to mean 
water, a well, or a stream. Apparently the 
glossator tried to explain an Irish word by 
giving it a Hebrew origin. The etymology 
suggested by Professor MacNeill was at 
variance with that suggested by Stokes, and 
which had enerally suggested. 
Plummer’s glossary to the ancient law tracts 
gave the meaning of “‘inber’’ solely as a 
river mouth or estuary . They had sometimes 
a gap of 800 years between the origin of 
a law text and the surviving manuscript that 
recorded it, so that there had an un- 
known number of recopyings. These old 
texts were in many cases unintelligible to 
the medieval commentators, as they might 
have a gap of 500 years between the text 
and the commentator. They might have a 
text dating from the seventh century com- 
mented on i 


tury, and only

available to us in a manuscript of the six- 
teenth century. The whole thing was sur- 
rounded with difficulty and obscurity, 


PRE-CHRISTIAN LAWS 


One of the things that emerged from a 
study of the old law texts was that in tradi- 
tion some appeared to be pre-Christian. The 
laws they laid down were distinctly at 
variance with Christian teaching. He men- 
tioned as an instance an ancient text dealing 
with marriage law in Ireland, which provided 
for divorce on very slight provocation, such 
as in the case of a husband who told stories 
about his wife or betrayed her secrets. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Kelly, witness 
said that he was certain that ‘‘ mouth of a 
river’’ was the only meaning of the word 
** inber,”’ 

From your knowledge of conditions in Mayo 
in the 12th century, do you think it likely 
that the salmon fishery in the tidal waters 
of the Moy was appropriated in those days — 
I have no knowledge at all of the con- 
ditions. 

Charles Greene, Chief Inspector , of 
Fisheries, giving evidence on behalf of the 
Attorney-General, said that the Fishery Act 
of 1863 empowered the fishery authority to 
define the boundaries between the tidal and 
the fresh water portions of rivers. As far as 
he knew, the question had not 
been touched by the fishery laws. Virtually 
all the important rivers of the country had 
had their tidal and fresh water boundaries 
defined by reason of the Act. On the basis 
of the statutory definition, he knew of only 
one weir in tidal waters in a river—and that 
was the Lax weir on the Shannon. To the 
best of his knowledge, the weir in the Moy 
was in fresh water. 

Dr. R. Dudley Edwards, M.A., who has 
specialised in periods of early Irish history, 
was examined on behalf of the Attorney- 
Gieneral, and stated that the first towns in 
Ireland appeared to have been established 
by the Norse. Urban life seemed to have 
heen distinctly foreign to the early Irish 
social system. 


JEALOUS OF NORMANS 


Dealing with the period, 1169 to 1171, the 
witness said that during that period the 
Normans who had come to Ireland would 
hardly have had time to introduce Norman 
or English law. They had possibly a verbal 
permission from Henry the Second in coming 
to Ireland. They came to conquer whatever 
they could, and there were indications that 
they had hoped to set up principalities here, 
independent of Henry. When Henry came to 
heland he showed clearly his jealousy of 
those early filibasters bv limiting them as far 
as possible, and Strongbow was the only one 
to whom he gave any position of importance, 
Generally, he treated the first invaders in a 
manner that could only be explained by his 
jealousy of them and his resentment that they 
should have attempted to establish a namber 
of independent States. It was generally 
agreed that Henry was accepted so readily in 
Treland because of the title of Lord of Ireland 
that had been conferred on him by Pope 
Adrian the Fourth.

Irish Unity 


We have the greatest possible respect 
for Mr. W. T. Cosgrave. For ten difficult 
years he guided the destinies of the Irish 
Free State, and in everything that related 
to domestic policy he guided them well. 
When he came into power the founder of 
the State had been driven to a premature 
grave, and shortly afterwards Michael 
Collins was laid low. The country was in 
a condition of complete chaos. Law and 
order simply did not exist. A civil war 
had been forced upon a young and in- 
experienced Government, and murder and 
rapine stalked the land. Mr. Cosgrave 
and his colleagues tackled their formidable 
task with courage and vigour. They 
started to build at a time when other men 
might have quailed before the dangers that 
beset their path; and they achieved a 
measure of success that compelled the 
admiration of the world. Too much praise 
cannot be given to Mr. Cosgrave for the 
work that he did in those dark days. His 
most notable achievement probably was 
the way in which he restored respect for 
the law throughout the country. An 
unarmed police force was created during 
the turmoil of civil strife. Foes and 
friends alike were treated with level 
justice, and within an almost incredibly 
short space of time the Irish Free State 
became one of the most peaceful countries 
in Europe. In the realisation of this 
ideal Mr. Cosgrave had the invaluable 
help and advice of one of the greatest men 
that our country has produced, in the 
person of Kevin O'Higgins, whose reward 
was the assassin’s bullet; yet even after 
his ablest lieutenant was murdered Mr. 
Cosgrave never faltered in the perform- 
ance of his duty. He and his colleagues 
brought the Free State to a remarkable 
pitch of economic prosperity. They realised 
that agriculture was the basic industry 
on which our people must rely; but they 
also encouraged the promotion of native 
industries, changing over gradually from 
a policy of free trade to one of selective 
protection, apd aiming always at a 
properly balanced economy. When finally 
they were driven from office four years 
ago they handed over to their successors a 
State of which anybody might be proud, 
and went into the political wilderness, 
conscious of having been responsible for a 
job well done. 

Mr. Cosgrave and his colleagues failed 
in only one respect. They did nothing to 
bring about the reunion of the Free State 
with Northern Ireland ; and Mr. Cosgrave, 
in his speech before the Ard Fheis of his 
party in Dublin yesterday, chose this very 
point as the spear-head of his attack on 
Fianna Fad. We very heartily 
that President de Valera has ignored the 
problem of Irish unity, inasmuch as he 
not only has done nothing to promote it, 
but seems actually to have gone out of his 
way to make its prospects more remote. 
Yet, in fairness to everybody concerned, it 
must be remembered that the Cumann na 
nGaedheal Party’s record in the matter 
will not investigation. The 
Boundary Commission was a deplorable 
blunder, and probably did more than any 
other single factor to harden the hearts 
of the people in the North. Mr. Ernest 
Blythe’s untimely enthusiasm for compul- 
sory Irish was another blunder; and for 
years hardly a month passed without some 
peculiarly egregious gaffe which seemed to 
be calculated to widen the gulf between 
North and South. Mr. Cosgrave pointed 
out very wisely yesterday that political 
unity had been achieved in three other 
Dominions—in Canada, South Africa and 
Australia; but he did not lay his finger 
on the secret of that achivement. 
The French-Canadians, with their own 
language, their own traditions, and, above 
all else, their own religion, are among the 
most loyal citizens of the British Common- 
wealth. The South African Dutch, who 
fought a war against Great Britain only 
thirty-five years ago, have made their 
peace with their British fellow-citizens in 
the Union of South Africa, and the idea 
of a South African Republic exists now 
only in the minds of a handful of 
ideologues and irreconcilables. The reason 
for these apparent miracles lies in the link 
of the Crown, and in nothing else. The 
reason for Northern Ireland’s determina- 
tion to have nothing to do with the Free 
State also lies in the link of the Crown. 
lí Mr. Cosgrave had realised its import- 
ance fourteen, or even ten, years ago, his 
speech at the Gate Theatre yesterday 
probably would have been quite unneces-

In a dozen other ways the Cosgrave 
Government treated the Crown with scant 
courtesy. Manifestly it was afraid cf 
Fianna Fdil’s opposition, and conse- 
quently did everything in its power, con- 
sistent with fulfilment of the letter of the 
Treaty, to keep the Crown in the back- 
ground. When President de Valera came 
into power, of course, he went the whole 
hog. Treaty and Constitution alike wers 
torn up, and a condition of affairs was 
created which has been baffling the con- 
stitutional lawyers ever since. The point 
is that both Mr. Cosgrave and President 
de Valera have neglected the one thing 
that might have smoothed the path 
towards Irish unity. We believe that a 
united Ireland is possible, just as a united 
Canada and a united South Africa have 
proved to be possible; but it will be only 
on the basis of an active Dominion of the 
Commonwealth which will honour the 
King as its visible head. Devotion to the 
Throne is so deeply rooted in the North 
that all attempts to achieve unity without 
the King are merely beatings of the air. 
In the circumstances, talk of unity must 
be very largely hypocritical. Nobody in 
Northern Ireland talks of it, because the 
people have no desire for it; and until the 
people of the South are prepared to accept 
the Crown, in no perfunctory spirit, but 
with real enthusiasm, everybody concerned 
would be well advised to leave the topic 
of Irish unity alone. 


Road Traffic 


“Just as the industrial revolution made 
Britain in the nineteenth century the most 
densely populated country in the world,”’ 
said Mr. Hore Belisha in the House of 
Commons on Wednesday, “so in the 
twentieth century we have become the 
most densely vehicled country in the 
world.” It is usual, indeed, to imagine 
America as the country of motorists par 
excellence, and Mr. Hore Belisha must 
surprised many people by his 
reminder that the number of motor vehicles 
to the square mile 


have 


is twenty-three in 
Great Britain, as against seven in ‘the 
United States. The other figures which he 
quoted are not only surprising, but dis- 
turbing. During the twenty-five years of 
King George’s reign more than two and 
a half million British people were killed 
or injured in road accidents—a total which 
is only very slightly less than the British 
casualty list of 2,661,811 during the Great 
War. In 1910, when the motor car stil] 
was almost in its infancy, the road acci- 
dents numbered 30,000. The figure rose 
steadily from year to year, until in 1934 
it reached an annual total of 200,000; and 
almost certainly it would have continued 
to rise during last year if very special 
measures had not been used to restrain 
it. Special spetd limits in towns, pedes- 
trian crossings and other devices have ‘lone 
a great deal to reduce the roll of dead and 
injured ; but something even more drastic 
may be needed. The fault, as the Minister 
implied in his speech, rests neither with 
the motorist nor with the pedestrian, but 
with the whole system of road traffic.

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The Curse of History 


Yesterday the Senate of Northern 
Ireland, while purporting to deal with 
a small matter, unwittingly raised a point 
which is as high as anything within 
Northern jurisdiction. Mr. Quigley, a 
Unionist member, asked the Minister of 
Education whether there was in use, in 
any of the schools to which Government 
grants were made, a certain text-book of 
Irish history which ‘‘ contained statements 
in regard to the union between Great 
Britain and Ireland, and the struggle of 
the Loyalists of Ulster against Home 
Rule, which were at variance with the 
facts.” His clear inference was that this 
book was, in outlook, “ anti-Ulster.’’ The 
Minister, replying, maintained that the 
book was not so grossly anti-Unionist as 
Mr. Quigley suggested, but conceded that 
he would not include it henceforward in 
the list of history readers which might 
be used in Northern Irish schools. We 
are not acquainted with the book in ques- 
tion, and cannot pass judgment on its 
historical accuracy. Nevertheless, we dis- 
like yesterday’s debate, inasmuch as it 
reveals a sadly narrow streak in a Govern-

of the border, we should be equally quick 
to condemn it. To stigmatise the teaching 
of history in the schools because it does 
not accord with the views of the Govern- 
ment in power savours unpleasantly of 
the German and [Italian oulook. It 
certainly does not conform with our ideas 
of democracy.

Hoaxes 


Distressing scenes were witnessed out- 
side the Glasgow City Hall on Christmas 
Eve, when five thousand parents, each 
convinced that his or her offspring was the 
bonniest child in Scotland, clamoured for 
admission to a non-existent baby-show. A 
certain gentleman, as appears from 
Wednesday’s proceedings at the Glasgow 
Sheriff’s Court, had lured them from their 
homes with the promise that every parent 
who attended would be given the chance 
to see his baby in possession of one or 
more of the prizes offered. There was an 
additional promise of steak and kidney pie 
all round, so the citizens of Glasgow 
arrived in force, but the promoter had 
neglected to supply either the baby-show 
or the light refreshments, “ thereby,’’ in 
the words of the charge-sheet, “ causing 
the lieges to conduct themselves in a dis- 
orderly manner.” If the originator of the 
hoax had not previously collected an 
‘‘entrance fee” from his victims, the 
affair might rank as a practical joke on 
the largest scale, but the commercial 
element spoiled whatever humour it might 
have had—and, incidentally, earned the 
hoaxer a term in prison. The essence of 
a practical joke, as Mr. G. K. Chesterton 
once pointed out, is that it shall 
be entirely meaningless, and even 
the faintest suspicion of a purpose 
behind the action robs it of all 
yalue. Mr. William Horace de Vere 
Cole, who died last week after de- 
voting a whole life-time to the practice 
of the art, was also the finest exponent of 
its theory. He got himself received at 
Cambridge University, with pomp and 
ceremony, as the Sultan of Zanzibar; he 
dug up large sections of the street in 
Piccadilly, on the pretence that he was a 
workman; and he _ pursued Cabinet 
Ministers down Whitehall, with cries of 
“Stop, thief!’ Yet never once were 
these curious actions undertaken with any 
end in view, and we imagine that Mr. 
Cole, were he still alive, would look with 
some scorn on a project whose principal 
aim was the collection of half-crowns.

ARMY ESTIMATES 


The Times remarks in a leading article 
to-day :—The Army estimates for 1936 
show an expected increase, but the form 
it takes is not what was expected. That 
the Army, as it exists, is inadequate in 
pattern and equipment for modern war- 
fare has long been recognised in many 
quarters, and has been officially admitted 
during the past year. If the Army is 
to play any part in any future con- 
tinental war there can be no question 
that it must be renovated and made fit 
for the task. The only question is of a 
broader kind—whether it is desirable to 
send a field force to the Continent, or, 
instead, to make a larger air contribution 
as our share in the system of collective 
security. That question is for the 
Government to decide. An answer: de- 
pends upon the consideration of several 
factors, among which the time factor is 
predominant. In view of the proba- 
bility that the opening clash of forces 
will be accelerated, and thus that 
operations will reach a crucial stage much 
earlier than in 1914, the primary matter 
to be determined is whether there is any 
prospect of our field force intervening in 
this time—since, unlike the other 
European armies, it has to be transported 
across the sea. If not, we must give 
due weight to other considerations. 

The value of such a small force would 
be much reduced if a deadlock were 
already established on land by the time 
it arrived: its hazard would be much 
increased if it only arrived in time to 
be engulfed in a retreat. In these cir. 
cumstances, would it be worth preparing 
to send a force if we could give more 
effective and timely help in another way? 

The Government White Paper on 
Defence does not shed any light on this 
primary problem—whether to have a field 
force or not—nor give any hint that it 
has been explored.

THUREDAY NIGHT. 


HE armaments debate in the House 

of Commons on Monday will be 
opened by the Prime Minister on a motion 
to be put down by the Government, and 
this will be countered by a motion on the 
part of the Labour Opposition calling for 
rejection of the proposals. In the House 
this afternoon the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer was asked how the expense of 
the armaments programme was to be met, 
but answered that it would be more 
appropriate to consider the matter in the 
course of the Budget statement. Mr. 
Chamberlain, in reply to a question by 
Mr. Pethick Lawrence, agreed that the 
House would have the debate without 
knowing the Government method of deal- 
ing with the large sum involved. He added 
that he had not made up his mind as to 
how the money is to be raised. 


Ample Funds Available 


Financial circles in the City of London 
are confident that all the money required 
for rearmament will be forthcoming when 
needed, and already machinery for this 
provision is being arranged. Some of tlie 
fixed trust companies are taking part im 
the plans. According to well-informed 
sources there will be ample capital 
available for the work, which must he 
entered upon at once to comply with the 
conditions laid down in the White Paper. 
Orders have been freely placed with air- 
craft companies, but it is understood that 
in few cases have prices been agreed upon 
beyond the end of the present month, ani 
it is thought that these will be arranged 
later on when methods of costing, allow- 
ances, and other matters have been 
settled. In the City there is a view that 
armament concerns have just as much 
right to make profits as any other 
business, even if only on the same amount 
of work as orders from civilian sources 
would bring.. This is a point that the 
Government is not likely to overlook. 


Mr. Eden's Report 


A special meeting of the Cabinet was 
held this evening to receive the report oi 
Mr. Anthony Eden on his visit to Geneva. 
It is understood that the report dealt not 
only with the discussions on sanctions anid 
the new peace effort,\ybut with other 
matters of great impOrtance to Great 
and France. It is known that 
Mr. Eden had some long interviews with 
M. Flandin and other French Ministers, 
and that fears were expressed as to pos- 
sible action of Germany in the demuli- 
tarised zone of the Rhineland. France 
is also nervous regarding the position 
likely to be set up by an Italian refusal 
to look upon the Locarno Treaty as binding 
if there is an extension of .sanctions on 
Italy. It is expected that Mr. Eden will 
return to Geneva next week for a short 
visit. 


Another Ambulance Bombed : 


Once again Italians have bombed a 
British Red Cross unit, but happily there 
has been no loss of British lives, though 
seven unfortunate Abyssinian patients 
were killed. Many members of the unit 
have now received a baptism of fire ; for the 
doctors attached to the unit are for the 
most part young students without previous 
experience of warfare. The unit, when 
organised, was intended for the southern 
front, but the Emperor decided that it 
was more needed in the north. It has a 
small army of Kenya natives acting as 
dressers, stretcher-bearers and drivers. It 
is recorded that the position of the 
ambulance was notified on Monday last to 
the International Red Cross unit at 
Geneva, with a request that the Italian 
Government might be informed.

ANOTHER Red Cross unit in Abyssinia has been bombed by the 
[talians—this time a British ambulance camp at Quoram. 
Three Abyssinian patients were killed, and four who were wounded 


died later. 


According to the Italian version of the incident, the bombing 
of the spot where the British ambulance is said to have been hit was 
a reprisal for the firing on an Italian ‘plane the day before. 


No representations have yet been made to the Italian Govern- 
ment regarding the bombing of the ambulance.

A READER WITHDRAWN 
IN THE NORTH

BELFAST, Thursday. 


HE teaching of history in elementary 
schools in Northern Ireland was dis- 
cussed in the Northern Senate to-day, and 
a demand for the withdrawal of a history 
reader was conceded by the Minister of 
Education, Viscount Charlemont. 

Mr. Quigley (Unionist) asked the 
Minister whether there was in use in any 
of the schools to which grants were made 
by the Government a book entitled 
“ Bell's Modern School Histories,’ Vol. 
IIL. (1832-1931), by D. C. Somervill, 
M.A., and whether this book contained 
| statements in regard to the union between 
Great Britain and Ireland, and the 
struggle by. the loyalists of Ulster against 
Home Rule, which were at variance with 
the facts: whether these erroneous state- 
ments were calculated to mislead the 
rising generation; and whether the 
Ministry would prohibit the use of this 
book and other books of a similar type 
in any school under its control or in 
receipt of Government grants. 


THE UNION 
Mr. Quigley quoted extracts from the 


book, stating that the union between Great 
Britain and Ireland was a failure and the 
opposition to the Home Rule Bills of 
Gladstone and Asquith was a mistake, 
and that the action taken by the Ulster 
loyalists to maintain their place in the 
United Kingdom under the Union Jack 
was a blunder, and that the establishment 
of the present régime in the South of 
Ireland was right and proper. 

Mr. Quigley said that there could be 
undermining in history books of a most 
insidious type by poisoning the minds of 
the children. 

“I think,” he added, “ that it is nearly 
time that we in the Six Counties wakened 
up and insisted that the children in our 
schools—whether they be Catholics or 
Protestants—be taught the true facts, and 
nothing more or nothing less. 

Lord Charlemont replied that the selec- 
tion of text books for use in the schools 
was left in the hands of the managers and 
teachers, subject to the general rule—that 
no book might be used to which a reason- 
able objection might be entertained on 
religious or political grounds. Tn the case 
of history readers used in public elemen- 
tary schools, the choice of books must be 
limited to those on a list prepared and 
published by the Ministry. The book 
referred to in the question was included 
in the Ministry’s list, but so far as he was 
aware its use had been confined to a very 
few schools. It dealt with the last hundred 
years of British history, and apart from 
the references to Ireland, which filled less 
than a dozen in a volume of 270 pages, it 
appeared to him to be an interesting and 
well-written work. 


CONTROVERSIAL TOPICS 

Its attitude towards controversial topics 
was distinctly liberal in tone, and calcu- 
lated to impress on the young that there 
were two sides to most questions. The 
allusion to the Irish and Ulster question 
might be considered too partial towards a 
certain section of Irishmen, and not as 
sympathetic to their point of view in 
Ulster as they should like ; but at the same 
time he thought there were expressions in 
the book which showed that the writer 
recognised the justification for the attitude 
of Ulster loyalists in the events of the past 
few years. Although he thought it was 
possible that an error of judgment 
was made by the Ministry in includ- 
ing this work in their list, he 
would deprecate the idea that history 
readers should give only one point of 
view towards contemporary events. After 
all the teacher was there to guide the 
child and direct his attention to the im- 
portance of using his critical faculties in 
dealing with the assertions of writers. 

Hie was at present arranging fo" a re- 
issue of the list of history readers, and 
in view of the fact that the work in 
question had given rise to controversy, 
and might from certain points of view be 
considered 
intend to have it included in the revised 
list from which alone history readers 
might be chosen for use in public ele- 
mentary schools.

HE following announcement was pub- 
lished in Cork yesterday :— 

“ We are advised by the “arda authori- 
ties that the sale of all publications con- 
taining advertisements of football! pools is 
prohibited.”’ 

The announcement is signed by News 
Brothers, Ltd., wholesale distributors of 
newspapers, periodicals etc. who supply 
virtually all the newsagents in Cork with 
cross-Channel publications. 

' On inquiry from the Civic Guard 
authorities in Cork it was learned that the 

hibition is apparently based on Section 
5! Sub-section 1, of the Irish Free State 
Betting Act, 1931, and it was stated that, 
if necessary, proceedings would be taken 
against those who were believed to have 
broken the law. 

It was also stated that Irish, as well as 
cross-Channel publications containing foot- 
ball pool advertisements, are affected. 

Among, newsagents the opinion is held 
that most publications will issue Irish 
editions, omitting such advertisements. 
But those with small! circulations in the 
Free State will probably be unable to do 
this, and will have to sacrifice either the 
advertisements or their Free State cir- 
culation. 

A falling off, to some extent, in sales is 
expected, as many papers have been 
bought chiefly for football lists, but the 
loss of business is not expected to be con- 
siderable. Retailers have not been ap- 

roached directly by the authorities, but 

ave been warned by the wholesale dealers 

that as exposure for sale of papers con- 
taining the advertisements complained of 
will be regarded as illegal, supplies of 
such papers will be withheld.

wedded inviolably to machine-gun 
fire; but it may safely be divorced to 
picture yesterday's proceedings in the 
Dail. The second stage of the Central 
Fund Bill, 1936, was under discussion ; 
and you could not have told that offhand. 
All our troubles were paraded with that 
vehemence which eternal repetition cannot 
weaken—troubles economic, national, 
domestic, political—and just troubles. 
Mr. MacEntee introduced this important 
measure in a period of time shorter than 
the short period we were expecting, and 
then left it to Deputy Malcahy. Deputy 
Mulcahy produced most of the arguments 
he had thought up for the vote on account 
in the previous session; said, amid some 
slight protest from back-benchers, that 
there is hardly a farmer who has had a 
new suit of clothes in two years; and left 
presumably for the Fine Gael Convention. 


A SOLUTION PROPOUNDED 

Now came Deputy MacDermot, and 
practically the only interesting half-hour 
in the whole day. Deputy MacDermot 
was at his most aloof, in, as one laughingly 
might say, his most Independent mood. 
As if speaking to the Dail from a slight, 
but noticeable, eminence, he propounded 
his solution of the economic war, and it 
was worth listening to after the somewhat 
turgid, and often unreasoning, oratory that 
has been delivered on the subject by 
deputies with party responsibilities to be 
considered. 

He began by explaining that there were 
no fundamental! differences in the policies 
adopted by the Fianna Fail and Fine Gael 
Parties. One simply stressed a point to 
which the other did not give so much 
attention. Both parties may be said to 
want a settlement with Great Britain ; but 
here there was nothing Fine Gael could do. 
Only the Government Party could carry 
out the desire held by both, since it was 
entirely unreasonable to ask Mr. Cosgrave 
to dishonour the signature he had set to 
the agreement of 1923. 

Deputy MacDermot reviewed his own 
individual efforts to bring about peace, 
explaining how in three years he had 
interviewed no less than five Cabinet 
Ministers on the other side, and written 
many articles and letters for the news- 
papers. In his view, President de Valera 
had not striven sufficiently hard to come 
to an understanding with the British: 
he had made no attempt to assist in the 
formation of a tribunal to investigate the 
question. He had remained merely on the 
mountain-top of his own high principles. 

“The case for compromise is overwhelm- 
ing,’ said Deputy MacDermot, ‘‘ and any 
compromise would be of value, since we 
are paying the money, anyway.” He 
thought that the financial dispute should 
be isolated from the other matter of con- 
stitutional rights, and the settlement dis- 
cussed like bargaining over the sale of a 
heifer. Jt was rock-sound common-sense, 
and Deputy MacDermot sounded con- 
vincing, even when he said that we might 
be sure the British would deal generously 
towards us. 


MR. AIKEN’S CONCESSION 

The Minister for Defence 
feet. Would he be as reasonable? 
“Deputy MacDermot is still very 
young,” said Mr, Aiken; and all possi- 
bility of constructive discussion vanished 
into the mists of ancient feuds. ‘‘ Britain 
has never admitted we had ordinary 
human rights. I'd compromise by not 
suing them for wrongs they have done to 
us in the past.” (Deputy MacDermot 
threw up his hands with a wry and hope- 
less smile.) “ Britain maintains this 
burden of £5,000,000 a year on our backs 
to keep us down,” continued the Minister 
for Defence. ‘They don’t believe it’s 
due to them.” Mr. Aiken grew more 
obliging. ‘‘ Here is what the Opposition 
can do," he said earnestly. “They can 
tell the British that. no matter what 
Government is in power in Ireland, the 
£5,000,000 will not be paid. Britain will 
not pay her debt to America; therefore, 
why should we pay our debt to Britain? 
The British hope that by this economic 
pressure they will overthrow the present 
Government and put a weaker one in its 
place; but, with the help of goodness, this 
country will progress until that £5,000,000 
will become a mere bagatelle.’’ (A sud- 
dued cheering was heard.) 

‘“ If we paid over the moneys demanded, 
what would stop Britain imposing tariffs 
on our cattle within a fortnight?’’ asked 
the Minister. Here Deputy MacDermot 
pointed out that the Minister for Finance 
had said it would be suicidal for the 
British to lose our cattle trade. ‘‘ Well, 
they have suicidal tendencies now,” 
finished Mr. Aiken. This statement re- 
ceived a good deal of attention, in the 
main more unfavourable than the written 
word adequately can convey. 


DESULTORY 

After Mr. Aiken’s contribution the 
debate became—just like I said—desul- 
tory. The Opposition leaders all were 
absent at the party Convention, and the 
Government supporters, naturally disap- 
pointed, refused to appear. A_ long 
wrangle ensued between the back-benchers 
over the Government’s agricultural policy, 
enlivened by Fighting Speech A from Mr. 
Lemass. 

At 9.50 p.m. the Minister for Finance 
rose to conclude and brought himself up 
all-standing at 10.10 p.m. with something 
that sounded like: “1 think I'll stop 
now.” 

The bill was passed in all its stages, 
and the House will meet this morning to 
discuss National Health Insurance.

CONFIDENCE IN CABINET 


The good impression caused by Mr. 
Hirota’s appointment was deepened by 
that of Mr. Shigeru Yoshida as Foreign 
Minister, and is further strengthened by 
the composition of the whole Cabinet. 

Mr. Yoshida was formerly Ambassador 
in Rome, and is known for his liberal 
views. He is son-in-law to Count Makino. 
formerly Lord Privy Seal, which suggests 
to the nation that the great statesman’s 
moderate views will carry weight. 

As anticipated on Wednesday, Mr. 
Matsudaira, Ambassador in London, now 
on leave in Tokyo, whose draughter is 
Princess Chichibu, . sister-in-law of the 
Emperor, becomes Minister of the 
Imperial Household in place of Mr. 
Yuasa, now to be Lord Keeper of the 
Privy Seal. 

Great changes are generally forecast, 
at least in foreign policy, as Mr. Hirota 
has always favoured a policy of negotia- 
tion with Soviet Russia and with China. 


He was Ambassador in Moscow before 
becoming Foreign Minister in September, 
1933, and had much to do with the im- 
provement in Russo-Japanese relations, at 
that time seriously strained. 


POLICY OF CO-OPERATION 


Mr. Hirota has defined his policy 
towards China as co-operation between 
China and Japan in suppressing Com- 
munism, suppression by China of antl- 
Japanese agitation, and recognition by 
China of Manchukuo. 

China has objected to the ‘‘ vagueness ”’ 
of this programme, but admits the con- 
ciliatory nature of Mr. Hirota’s dealings. 

It is significant that Lieutenant-General 
Count Terauchi, the War Minister, has 
been Commander of the 4th Division at 
Osaka, the ‘‘ Manchester of Japan.’’ This 
is regarded as a particularly difficult post, 
and the Commander of the 4th Division 
is always picked for his tact and ability 
to handle men. 

Count Terauchi has high standing in 
Court circles. . He is: unconnected with 
any army clique and is opposed to the 
army mixing in politics. It is, therefore, 
considered likely that the pressure by the 
army on the Goverfiment’s policies may be 
considerably relaxed. 

On the other hand, it is impossible to 
foretell whether Admiral Nagano as 
Minister of Navy, fresh from the London 
Conference, will urge a “big navy ” 
policy, though it is likely that the huge 
naval programmes of Great Britain and 
the United States may force his hand. 


MINING IN 
WATERFORD 
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BORINGS TO BE 
MADE IN MAY 


NEW SYNDICATE'S 
INTENTIONS 


+. 
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RELIMINARY work in connection 
with the mining of copper and other 
minerals in the Bonmahon area of 


County Waterford are to be commenced 
by the syndicate created for the purpose 
at the beginning of next May. 

The syndicate, which is controlled by 
Mr. Nils Erik Leonander, Orkla, of the 
Orkla Mining Company, Norway; Mr. 
Broughton-Edge, of Lynton Lodge, Hert- 
ford, England,and Mr. Lawrence Impey, 
of Chipping Norton, Oxford, already has 
acquired the mining rights over eight 
syuare miles in County Waterford. 

Of this area, four square miles were 
secured through applications to the Min- 
ing Board in Dublin, four were acquired 
by private negotiation, while the mem- 
bers of the syndicate hope to secure the 
remaining rights, which extend over an- 
other four and a half square miles by 
further negotiation. 

For the past three and a half years a 
geophysical survey of the area has been 
carried out, and this has shown some 
justification for proceeding with boring 
operations. Of course, no evidence has 
been discovered that would lead the 
syndicate to believe that there are de- 
posits in the area which would be of such 
extent as to be worked on a profitable 
basis. 

In May next extensive boring opera: 
tions will be commenced, and it is on the 
result of these investigations that mining 
for ore will be undertaken. The borings 
will continue throughout the summer.

It is noted that in regard to this bill the 
Government are adopting a different course 
to that taken in the case of the Senate 
Abolition Bill. When that bill was sent 
to the Senate. under Article 38a, the 
Senate sent a message to the Dail express- 
ing its willingness to pass the bill, pro- 
that the Act did not come into 
operation until an alternative Second 
Chamber had been provided ; and for that 
purpose a conference between both Houses 
was suggested. 

The Government took no notice of the 
Senate’s gesture, but allowed the sixty 
davs to expire. 

At any time now the Government may 
pass a motion in the Dail “ deeming ”’ the 
bill abolishing the Senate to have been 
passed by both Houses. 

The period of sixty days during which 
the bill abolishing University representa- 
tion has to run dates from the day on 
which it was sent to the Senate under 
Article 38a, and will, in any case, expire 
in less than a month. It does not seem 
that any particular’ purpose is to be 
achieved bv the action which the Govern- 
ment are now taking in regard to the 
Universities Bill, apart from the oppor- 
tunity it will afford both Houses once 
more to make a further protest against 
the purpose of the measure.

POWERS OF A SOVEREIGN 
PARLIAMENT 


- 


HETHER the Government’ of 
Northern Ireland could require 
local authorities to make a levy for 
education was argued further before the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council 
vesterday at the instance of the Corpora- 
tion of Belfast. The Corporation 
challenges the validity of ‘‘ Section ó “ ol 
the Finance Act (Northern Ireland), 1934, 
complaining that the demand for a lump 
sum payment to central State expenditure 
is more in the nature of a tax than a local 
rate—one of the characters of which 1s 
local control—while the Government of 
Ireland Act, 1920, did not empower the 
Government to impose a tax like income 
tax. This levy, the Corporation contended, 
was substantially the same as an addition 
to the income tax demand of Schedule B. 
For the Corporation Mr. Gavin Simonds, 
K.C., was at pains to show that this pay- 
ment was a tax, not a rate. The local 
authority might answer: “ We have no 
power to raise money for State purposes.” 
Its authority always had been to levy a 
rate for local purposes. 
Lord Maugham—Would it be out of tts 
powers to raise money for a proportion 
towards a Highroad Act of Belfast. 


STATE SERVICE 


Mr. Simonds said that it might levy a 
rate to pay its share of the expenditure. 
What it had never been entitled to make 
was a contribution to the State for a 
State: service, over which the local 
authority had no control whatever. 

Lord Thankerton—If Parliament levies 
a compulsory contribution the local 
authority has to pay it, contributing to a 
ceneral fund. It is properly directed to a 
general fund. 

Sir Sidney Rowlatt—Does it matter 
whether the power to raise a rate 1s ex- 
pressed or implied. ' 

Mr. Simonds replied that if Parliament 
simply directed the local authority to 
make a contribution for State purposes. 
without prescribing how it should he 
raised, that was one thing. The levy, 
however, was prescribed to come out of 
the rate, and it was raised as though an 
income tax under Schedule B was raised. 
That was another thing. 

Lord Thankerton said that he saw that 
there had been a relief to the income tax- 
payer of sixpence, and it looked as though 
the relief of the income taxpayer had 
been put on the ratepayer. 


THE MEDIUM 


Mr. Simonds persisted that if it was a 
rate the local authority should have 
control of it. The local authority wus 
being treated simply as the medium by 
which this levy was imposed on the 
individual—a levy which was in aid of 
State funds. Was not that a tax of the 
same character as income tax. One would

Belfast for the year—other than this 
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disputed levy+-was merely £68,000. The 
Government's) payment for elementary 
teachers’ salaries in Belfast for that period 
was £385,000. Of the £68,000 only 
£40,000 was the ratepayers’ burden for 
elementary education.

THE STATE’S POWER 


The Attorney-General continued that 
beyond its £385,000 for teachers the State 
spontaneously paid educational grants to 
Belfast of £81,700. That sum alone 
exceeded the amount of the disputed levy 
as it affected Belfast. The State had power 
to leave the whole education burden to the 
ratepayer. It was wrong to suggest that 
the Government’s demand in any sense was 
for general purposes—it was for education.

Mr. SEAN -MacENTEE, Minister for 
Finance, moved the second reading of the 
Central Fund Bull, 1936.

OPPOSITION HITS BACK 


Mr. R. MULCAHY (U:1., Dublin (N,) said 
that the Minister on the previous day had said 
that the Opposition did not want to see 
settled the dispute with Britain. because if 
such was done the occupation of the Opposition 
would be gone.

EXPENDITURE AND SAVING 
Mr. F. MacDERMOT (Ind., Roscommon) 


said that the question whether they were 
overspending or not was to him not easy to 
answer. The present Minister for Finance 
before entering into power spoke with great 
confidence about economies in the national 
expenditure, and that day Deputy Mulcahy 
had made the proposition that if the economic 
war were settled some six million pounds 
could be knocked off the present expenditure. 
In saying that, he thought Deputy Mulcahy 
was almost as rash, though not quite so 
specific, as the Fianna Fail deputies before 
they came into office. He did not see much 
prospect of a great reduction in expediture, 
even if the Fine Gaedheal Party came back 
into power for its programme included 
several points, with which he agreed, that 
would call for greatly increased expenditure. 
The savings accruing from the settlement of 
the economic war would be no more than 
sufficient to balance the extra expenditure 
they would be committed to in giving old age 
pensions at 65, raising the school-leaving age, 
not to speak of relieving all agricultural land 
of rates.

Another sign of overspending by the State 
would be an increase in unemployment, but 
it was very difficult to tell whether unemploy- 
ment was increasing or not, because a proper 
svstem oft figures did not exist to give a 
comparison. There was also the question of 
wages, a country were overtaxed they 
could not expecet employers to give as good 
wages as they used to give. 


“ANCIENT HISTORY ” 


Dealing with the matter of the ratio of 
taxable capacities of Great Britain and this 
country, and its over-taxation under British 
rule, he said there was a great deal of mis- 
understanding about the cuestion, and nine 
out of ten people were under the impression 
that it had been proved that three to four 
hurdred million pounds had been extracted 
by taxation from this country more than was 
spent in the country. That, however. was 
not the case, and nobody who examined the 
matter ever pretended it was.

scope—it was asked simply to find the tax- 
able capacities of the two countries. and to 
say on that basis whether Ireland had been 
taxed too much. Before the European War 
there was very little doubt that Great Britain 
spent in this country considerably more than 
she extracted in taxation, i 

The SPEAKER said that this was all 
ancient. history in relation to the present bill. 
_ Mr. MacDERMOT said that, unfortunately 
it was contemporary to the main problem 
which threatened the financial structure of 
this State, because it was one of the matters 
impeding the President in a settlement of 
the financial differences with Great Britain 
in a rational manner. “ 


They had to consider whether the general 
financial policy of the State was favourable to 
the development of their main indust ry—agri- 
culture. There was a time when there was a 
great difference of opinion on the subject. of 
the cattle trade, when the Fianna Fail Party 
thought of that trade as immoral and un- 
patriotic, but they thought so no longer, and 
that was eloquently expressed in the Govern- 
ment’s trade pact with Great Britain, which 
recognised that the British market was of the 
utmost value to this country and the livestock 
trade of the country, The British policy of 
agricultural protection so far from detracting 
from the value of that market to this country 
was on the contrary calculated to enhance it. 


THE NEW INDUSTRIES 


With regard to the policy of industrial de 
velopment the Minister for Industry and Com- 


merce (Mr. Lemass) had shown extraordinary 
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energy and determination, and had built up 
2 very respectable volume of new productions 
in the country, but vo industrial conditions 
could flourish unless the buying <a f the 
community was maintained and likely to im- 
prove. That brought them right back to 
agriculture, and the question of the extent to 
which agriculture was being held up by the 
policy of the present Government in relation 
to Great Britain. He was convinced that the 
Government had not made an earnest attempt 
at a settlement, and he did not think that 
the British Government had made as earnest 
an attempt at a settlement as they should 
have made. He saw no likelihood of the Irish 
Government ever: convincing the 
Government they they should treat the 
financial agreement with the Cosgrave Govern- 
ment as a scrap of paper. 

Continuing, Mr. MacDermot said that only 
two things could be done to bring about a 
settlement — a tribunal or compromise. 
Negotiations could come to nothing, except 
that both sides were prepared to compromise. 
He was not satisfied that the President had 
done all that he: might have done to get a 
fair tribunal. When the question of the 
Commonwealth tribunal came up the im- 
portance of principle on the part of President 
de Valera and the Government came out very 
strongly; but principle did not prevent them 
from accepting every advantage that the 
Commonwealth had to give. It did not 
prevent them giving or receiving Imperial 
preference; it did not prevent them from 
allowing recruiting here for the British Army 
and Navy; while it did not prevent us from 
exhibiting our goods at Olympia under the 
title “ British Industries.’’ In order to adopt 
that high line of principle the Government 
should have walked out of the Common- 
wealth. If the Government had adopted a 
republic they would have had good reason to 
say that principle made it impossible to 
accept the tribunal. 


CREATING AN ATMOSPHERE 


When the economic war had started, Mr. 
MacDermot said that he went over to London 
and had an interview with Mr. Thomas, and 
he pressed Mr. Thomas as far as he could 
to accept an international tribunal. 

**Since that time,” said Mr. MacDermot, 
‘“‘over a period of three years 1 have inter- 
viewed no less than five of the British 
Ministers, and I have written innumerable 
articles and letters in English papers pressing 


for three things in this dispute: (1) that a 
more serious effort should be made to tf 
lish a tribunal, and, if needs be, an intér- 
national tribunal; (2) that there should be 
recognition of the right of this country to 
secede from the British Commonwealth if 
and when it wanted to, and (3) that the 
financial dispute should be separated and 
kept apart from the political one.” 

Mr. MacDERMOT said that he believed 
that the Britisli, as compared with most 
nations, were a generous nation financially, 
and that their natural inclination would be 
to deal fairly, and even generously, with 
this country, if only the right atmosphere 
could. be created.

VIEWS 


Mr. F. AIKEN (Minister for Defence 
said that the Irish nation never had foun 
the British Government generous; they never 
had regarded this country as anything but 
a place of convenience for them. 

“Personally,” said Mr. Aiken, “I would 
be prepared to compromise with the Pritish 
to the extent that 1 would not sue them for 
the wrongs that they did in the past, but 
I would make sure that they will not wrong 
this country in the future. If we admitted 
that the British Government had any right 
to control this country, future generations 
would curse us, It is too much to expect 
Mr. Cosgrave to admit that he was ‘tricked’ 
in the 1923 agreement.” 


One of the things that prevented the 
British Government from making a settlement 
was that they thought that, by continuing 
the préssure, they would get a weaker Govern- 
ment here later. He admitted that they: 
were paying to England ‘most of the 
£5,000 m dispute, but, if they once 
acceded to the British demand, through fear 
or threats. what was°to prevent the British’ 
from placing tariffs on this country’s exports 
a month later? He did not ‘believe ‘that the 
British thought the £5,000,000 was due to 


them. 


MR. DAVIN’S WARNING 

Mr. W. DAVIN (Lab.,.-Leix-Offaly) said 
that he wished to give a timely warning to 
the Government about the attitade of the 
Goverument jin allowing manufacturers. to 
aera excessive prices for the necessariés of 
ife. 

That, said, Mr. Davin, was going to create 
trouble in the industrial world in this 
country, unless some measures were taken 
to stop it.. Unless the. Government took 
steps, they were going to be confronted with 
increasing demands tor wages to meet the 
increased cost of living which bad been 
brought about by the system of. bounties, 
subsidies and guaranteed loans. 

Professor J. M. O'’SULLIVAN, ULL. 
Kerry) said that the result of the policy of 
the Government, which Deputy Davin and 
his colleagues in the Labour Party had sup- 
partes, had been to reduce the agricultura! 
abourers’ wages. 

They had a statement from the Minister 
that emigration did not include emigration to 
Great. Britain. Emigration to the United 
States had ceased because it had been stopped 
by the United States Government, but the 
people were going to the country where they 
were free to go. They were going to Great 
Britain, and in greater numbers than during 
the life of the previous Government. 

The MINISTER FOR FINANCE—The 
“ent does not know what he is saying. 

rofessor O’SULLIVAN--I know what I 
am saying, and if the Minister consults the 
people of Kerry he will learn what is happen- 
ing there. 

_ He went on to say that it was practically 
impossible for a farner in Kerry to get 
young men or young women to work. They 
would not work for the wages the farmer 
could offer, and they were going to Great 
Britain. He read a report from th.t day's 
newspapers stating that the Kerry County 
Council had postponed consideration of a 
proposal submitted by the County Surveyor 
to help the ratepayers, who were willing, 
but unable, to pay their rates, by giving 
them road and other work—each alternative 
week's earnings to be made payable to the 
Council’s rates until such time as the amount 
due by such ratepayer was made good. 
‘The cattle industry had been described by one 
Minister after another as uneconomic. It was 
acne of the kind until the Government, 
with their fantastic schemes, made it so.” The 
Government were paying high prices for bulls 


in order, apparently, to pay a bounty on calf 
skins. The flight of the people from the 
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country was a sad commentary on the policy 
of Fianna Fáil. Bp 

Mr. RODDY (U.L., Sli -Leitrim) said that 
when in Opposition the Fianna Fail Party had 

id the country could.not. endure a. vote of 
£20,000,000. for Supply services, but now, as 
a Government, these same people were asking 
the country for a vote of almost £28,000,000, 
If they were going to have a normal develop- 
ment in this country and a policy in regard 
to’ social services, that policy should be spread 
over a reasonable period of years, and put into 
operation in a normal way. 


COST OF LIVING INDEX 
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‘MINISTER’S ASSERTION 


Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said that the Opposition’s policy 
had been to increase social services and give 
old age pensions at 65, but Deputy Roddy 
had mentioned that the country could not 
afford social services on the existing scale, 
The Opposition should get it into their heads 
that between 1929 and 195l—over a period 
of two years—agricultural prices fell ov a 
greater amount “han between the five vears 
1931-1935. . If the cost-of-living index had 
risen it was due to the fact of increased prices 
aid to the farmers. The fact was that it 
had not risen. It was lower in 1935 than in 
any year in which a Cumann na nGeedheal 
Government blessed the country. 

Referring to Mr. Cosgrave’s statements at 
the Ard Fheis that day, he said that Mr. 
Cosgrave was the first Irish Nationalist to 
consent to partition. On the question of the 
Oath, when the Treaty was brought into the 
Dail in 1922 those who had accepted it had 
used the argument that the clause was going 
to end partition. It was not until 1935 that 
that clause was deleted. 

“This economic war,” said the Minister, 
‘will be settled some time, and it will be 
settled as soon as the party opposite get 
sufficient courage to admit their responsibility 
for it and their error in instigating it.” 

Continuing, the MINISTER said that 
reference had been made to the cost of living 
index figures in Great Britain—he presumed 
that included Northern Ireland—and in the 
Free State. Since 1951 those figures had 
moved closer together. Despite all the figures 
and free publications, and the numerous 
replies to official questions, and the speeches 
made by hint in the Dail, the Opposition had 
still got their facts all wrong. They should 
first have their facts right, and having got 
them right, they should try and determine 
some policy, and by that he meant agreeing 
on some policy. If they were going to be a 
political party they must have an agreed 
policy, and if they could not have that they 
could not masquerade as a party. 

Mr. MINCH said that the whole policy of 
the Government was one of drift. 

Mr. O'DONOVAN said that at present the 
country was becoming a nation of pensioners, 
officials and idlers. 


WAR WITHOUT A BATTLE 


Mr, DOCKRELL (U.I., Co. Dublin) said 
that the Minister tried to make their flesh 
creep by asking did they want to reduce old 
age pensions and other services, but whilst 
that might be very convenient it did not get 
him. out of explaining the policy of the 
Government. There was a very grave doubt 
about the capacity of the country to bear 
the expense of the present system, and while 
the present war was going on. The greatest 
uncertainty was produced bot!> in political 
and economic spheres by the uncertain actions 
of the Government. 

He would like’ to ask the Government if 
there was a war on? If there was a war on 
why was there not a battle? He was not 
suggesting that they should send a military 
expeditionary force to the shores of the 
neighbouring country, but he was suggesting 
that if there was a war on the logical] con- 
clusion would be to have either an engage- 
ment or a battle, and the place for that was 
round a table to see what terms could be 
obtained. Was this an economic war or a 
political war; or were the two questions 
inextricably bound up and could not le 
separated’? He suggested that the President 
had put this country under all the disadvan- 
tages of leaving the Commonwealth of 
Nations without their having made up their 
minds to leave it, or going on to a republic. 
He would iike the Government to say what 
favourable turn of events they were waiting 


or. 

He thought it rather strange that the 
Government when they received a trade dele- 
gation from Germany had not invited busi- 
ness people who might have interests in the 
products of that country to meet them. 


MR. MACENTEE’S REPLY 


Replying, the MINISTER FOR FINANCE 
referred to a statement. which he said had 
been made by Deputy General MacKoin, that 
the defence forces of this country, presum- 
ably, would be used to prevent this country 
from being used as a basis of attack on a 
neighbouring country. Was it the policy 
of the Opposition that they were to allow 
their shores to be used as a basis of opera- 
tion against Great Britain, he asked. 

The Opposition did not want a settlement 
of the economic war because it would mean 
the end of their party. 

He agreed with Depity Anthony that their 
social services were inferior to those of the 
North of Ireland. So long as that was so 
there would: be little inducement to those 
who differed from them in the North to 
throw in their lot with them. The first most 
Eóin step to take to end partition was 
o bring their social services up to the level 
of the social services in the North. 

The MINISTER, continuing, said that 
they were expending this year on the work 
of the Land Commission the sum oí 
#£1,578,000, as compared with £578,000 in 
1951-32. an increase of one million pounds in 
dividing ranches, estates. etc. And there 
was a reduction to the annuitants of £500,000 
in their annuities. 

Mr. BELTON—Which we have to pay to 
England; why talk about reducing annuities? 

The MINISTER said that in trying to im- 
prove their social services, and bring them up 
to the level of the North, they were taking a 
practical step towards ending partition. They 
were spending considerably more on %hose 
social services, yet Deputy Mulcahy would 
have them save expenditure on those services 
because they were not reproductive. Pro- 
fessor O'Sullivan would have them cut down 
their expense in building and restoring schools, 
whilst Deputy Mulcahy would have the vote 
of three-quarters of a million for housing cut 
down to two hundred thousand pounds, which 
was the amount spent on housing in 1951. 

The second reading of the bill was passed 
without a division, and the remaining stages 
were also passed. 

The DEPUTY SPEAKER said the bill was 
a Certified Money Bill. 

‘The House adjourned until this morning 
at 10.50.

TIN-OPENERS IN 


RUXTON TRIAL

THE DOCTOR'S 
INJURED HAND 
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HREE tin-oveners were handed to a wit- 
x ness at Manchester Assizes yesterday 
during the continued hearing of the 
Crown case against Dr Buck Ruxton. 
Dr. Stanley Samuel H. Shannon, medical 
officer at Strangeways Prison, who described 
healed scars of wounds on Dr. Ruxton’s right 
hand, said: “1 think those cuts were caused 
by a knife or similar instrument passing 
through the hand as it was closed.’’ 

Dr. Shannon was handed the openers. As 
he was given each one io examine, he was 
asked if the wounds on the hand could have 
been caused by it. “Ne,' replied Dr, Shannon 
each time. 

Mr, Norman Birkett, K.C., cross examin- 
ing, described a type of tin opener with a 
projecting blade. Dr. Shannon said “the 
prisoner described exactly to me how this 
injury occurred, He said that he had a tin 
opener like the one you have described.”’ 

Herbert Anderson, a Morecambe dentist, 
said that he expressed surprise to Ruxton that 
he should have received such a gash opening 
a tin. “I said I thought it must be a 
peculiar tin opener, and that I would like 
te see it. He said that he had thrown it 
away.” 

Mr. Anderson said that he had been asso- 
ciated with Dr. Ruxton in dental operations. 

Mr. Birkett—On such occasions there 
would be a good deal of blood about ?— Yes. 

Mr. Anderson said that he saw Dr. Ruxton 
wearing a blue suit several times. He had 
seen blood go on the doctor s suit. 

Dr. Ruxton is charged with the murder of 
Mrs. Isabella Ruxton, between September 14 
and September 29 last year, at the house in 
Dalton square, Lancaster, where they lived. 

It is alleged that he dismembered her body, 
removing parts which might lead to identifica- 
tion. 

The prosecution suggest that human re- 
mains found in a ravine at Moffat are those 
of Mrs. Ruxton and of Mary Jane Rogerson, 
a twenty-year-old girl, who was employed as 
a nursemaid for the doctor’s three children. 

The Judge is Mr, Justice Singleton. 

The hearing continues to-day.

THE FISH TRADE WORKERS 


An improved offer was made to the Dublin 
fish trade workers, who are threatening to 
take strike action, at a conference between 
the Dublin Retail Fish and Poultry Merchants’

The offer will be placed before a mass meet- 
ing of the men to-night. 

Workers employed in the galvanised, hollow- 
ware, and drum workshops in the Hammond 
lane Foundry, Pearse street, Dublin, accepted 
proposals for a settlement of their wage claim 
by ballot vote last night, conditional upon the 
new wage rates being paid retrospectively as 
from ist February. 

About 400 workers will be involved in a 
stoppage of work which may take place in 
the Dublin sack factories on Monday next. 

Yesterday the unions involved—the Irish 
Seamen’s and Port Workers’ Union and the 
Irish Women Workers’ Union—received a 
reply to their demands from the employers’ 
association. No offer of increased wages was 
made, but the association stated that they 
were willing to meet the unions in conference 
if they could furmish evidence that the 
workers concerned were organised. 

The unions have replied that this can only 
be established by a stoppage of work, and 
a joint meeting of the male and. female 
workers has been called for to-night to make 
arrangements for the strike.

AGRICULTURAL SIDE 


Mr. Bertram T. O'Reilly, proposing the 
adoption of the reports, said the year had 
been fraught with difficulties which were 
eventually turned into remarkable achieve 
ments. As Chairman of the _ Agricultural 
Section, he confined his remarks to the agrt- 
cultural side. The year had opened with the 
show and sale of pure-bred bulls, when 800 
bulls passed through the sale rings. A 
Saorstat Industries Fair was instituted at the 
Spring Show, in accordance with the sugges- 
tion of the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, and the old South Hall once more 
became the Hall of Industries for which it 
was Oviginally erected in 1858. 

Keferring to the tramway and omnibus 
strike last year, he said the suecess of the 
Society in overcoming this great obstacle 
had been largely due to the co-operation of 
the Free State Army, which had provided 
upwards of 40 Army lorries for the transport 
of visitors. Special reference was made to 
the co-operation of Mr. F. Aiken, Minister 
for Defence. and Major-General Brennan, 
Chief of Staff. 

The attendance of 109.688 visitors at the 
Horse Show had eclipsed all previous. figures, 
while the actual sales of animals were better 
than for many years. 

Dr. Pan! Murphy, seconding the adoption 
of the report, reviewed the activities in the 
science and cultural section during the year. 
Reference was also made to the fact that the 
Society’s laboratories now supply most of the 
radium used in the Dublin hospitals. 

The report was unanimously adopted. 


A NEW BY-LAW 

The proposed acditioral by-law that “The 
Society's. premises must not be used for any 
purpose unconnected with the Society's work 
and shall at all times be under the control 
and management of the Society,” which Lad 
already been adopted by the Council, was 
unanimously approved, 

Dr. Bobane, Director of the Society, said 
that some resolution of this nature was neces- 
sary to maintain the Society’s complete eon- 
trol of its own premises; otherwise they might 
at some time find themselves in the awkward 
position of not being masters of their own 
property. 

One member criticised the suggestion. In 
the case of the Army, for instance, much 
valuable assistance had been rendered. and he 
felt that that should be reciprocated.

““ At our end of the business.” said Dr. 
Ryan, “ we will try—and, I hope, succeed— 
to make a return to the ploughman for his 
labours, such as an expert tradesman should 
get. This is difficult under present world 
conditions, but we mean to do our best to 
see that the price for tillage crops will give 
him a good return.’ 


WHEAT-GROWING 


Referring to the difficulty experienced in 
sowing Winter wheat this season, Dr. Rvan 
said that they had now come to the time 
for sowing spring varieties. He knew 
that spring wheat was difficult to get, and 
that a stiff price would have to be paid for 
it. » The varneties. wanted could only be pro- 
eurcd in this country and Great Britain, 
and in Great Britain they had the same 
difficulty. They had a certain hope, how- 
ever, after a survev of the position, that 
there wonld be sufficient spring wheat for 
the country’s needs, and farmers need not 
be panicky about. it. 

The David Frame Cup was presented by 
Mr. Frame to Mr. Doyle on behalf of the 
Wexford team. Mr. Doyle was also given the 
cup for the individual champion, Michael 
Redmond. 

The other prizes were also formally handed 
to representatives of the various winners.
